In, 1865 Major Downing was hon­

New York where he served two terms 
in the legislatu re of that stale and in 
1867 came to Illinois and located at 
Dixon. Since that time he has been 
a prominent figu re in many c om m e r ­ 
cial and civic movements 
of impor­ 


tance. 
Major Downing retired from active 
life in 1892 bu t is still often consu lt­ 
ed on matters political and historical.

WHAT CAUSES LUMPY MILK 


F r e q u e n tly Due to Infection Carried to 
the Udder From Other Portions 
of the Cow’s Body. 


Lu mpy milk Is frequ ently du e to in­ 
fection with germs which gain en­ 
trance either throu gh the milk du cts 
in the teat 3 or are carried to the u d­ 
der in the circu lation from other por­ 
tions of the body. 
Excessive feeding 
with large grain rations seems to 
have a part in cau sing the trou ble, in 
some cases. 
In the absence of com­ 
petent local veterinary help, give 
a 
moderately light, laxative diet, with a 
reasonable amou nt of exercise. 
Re­ 
du ce the grain feed temporarily at 
least and give the u dder long con­ 
tinu ed hand ru bbing and gentle mas­ 
sage. 
A mild physic may be very 
helpfu l. The dose may be from one- 
half to one pou nd of epsom salts, dis­ 
solved in three pints of water and 
given as a drench, the exact dose de­ 
pending u pon the size and condition 
of the cow. 


EXCELLENT FEED FOR COWS 


Roots A rs Especially Effective W ith 
Anim als T h at Freshened In Spring 
— Increases M ilk Flow. 


Roots are excellent feed for dairy 
cows and are especially desirable for 
the fall and early winter, as they are 
palatable, easy to digest, and stimu ­ 
late the flow of milk . They are espe­ 
cially effective with cows that fresh­ 
ened in the spring, and whose flow of 
milk has been depressed du ring the 
su mmer becau se of annoyance by flies 
and mosqu itoes and u nfavorable pas- 
tu re conditions. 
If su ch are given a 
liberal su pply of roots when brou ght 
to stall feeding, the flow' of milk la 
often materially increased. Less grain 
is requ ired while roots are being fed. 
The change from roots to more grain! 
shou ld be made gradu ally, adding 
grain at the rate of one pou nd for te a 
pou nds of roots withdrawn.

Washington, April 13.—To obtain 
the sentiment of the business inter­ 
ests of the country toward the ad­ 
ministrations trade commission bill a 
referendum will be initiated ou Tues­ 
day next when the chamber of com­ 
merce of the United States will send 
a list of seven questions to the 543 
commercial organizations in 47 states, 
which w e the constituent members of 
the organization. 
The seven definite questions are as 
follows: 
"1. That there be created an inter­ 
state trade commission of at least 
five members appointed by the presi­ 
dent and confirmed by the senate, not 
more than a mere majority of whom 
shall be of the same political party. 
“2. That jurisdiction of the commis­ 
sion in conducting investigations ex­ 
tend to all corporations engaged In in­ 
terstate or foreign commerce except 
such as are amenable to the interstate 
commerce commission. 
(It has not 
been judicially determined whether or 
not banks are engaged in Interstate 
commerce, but it is not understood to 
be the purpose of the bill creating an 
Interstate tra ie commission 
to 
in­ 
clude banks among the corporations 
placed within the jurisdiction of the 
commission.) 
“3. That the commission should not 
now be given authority to adivse ap­ 
plicants concerning the legality of pro­ 
posed contracts, combinations, etc., 
under the Sherman act. 
“4. That the annual reports of cor­ 
porations if required should at the 
outset be confined to those of the 
larger corporations (say to those hav­ 
ing capital resources of $5,000.000 or 
more, or to those having an annual 
Income of $2,500.000) 
and to such 
other classes of corporations as the 
commission may officially determine. 
“5. That in the annual reports made 
to the commission corporations ought 
not to be required bo disclose trade 
processes, shop costs, classification of 


s a le s and profits among particular 
articles, names of customers, or other 
like private information. 
“6 That the publication of facts ob­ 
tained by the commission be confined 
to such as are to the public Interest. 
“7. That congress should direct the 
commission to investigate arid report 
to congress at the earliesl practicable 
date on the advisability of amending 
the Sherman act to 
allo w a greater 
degree of co-operation in the conduct 
and for the protection of the foreign 
trade." 
The referendum Is based on a re­ 
port of a special committee, appoint­ 
ed in response to a resolution adopted 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
chamber in this city.
